■ .The Queen Elizabeth Junior High Rod Cross Branch formed in September 
1942 is.the amalgamation of the class room branches of the Junior 
High. Each classrooms, jjnder the supervision of the class teacher 
operated as a separate unit for working purposes. The membership fee 
was-Sp' monthly and each class was responsible for $1*00 making a total 
of $6.00 for membership fees. Each class had its own Red Cross Repres¬ 
entative. Tlje total raised by our Junior High from September was 
ninety-six dollars which we know will go over the hundred mark before 
the end of Juno. This was raised by fees, donations*, and-a Pop Corn Sale 
Besides our Red Cross money we also raised money for Hi lk for Britain 
which mounted to $32.89 and Aid to Russia amounting to $40.-54 thus 
maleing a* total of "$$169.23,
